The reported Jince AT regiment is probably the 204th Arty 
Regt, which was last identified with Utvar No* 2130 in Pasov 
In October 1948* The regiment had bean equipped with AT 
guns and assigned to the 3rd Arty Brig of the then 2d M>° 
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The regiment was probably transferred to Jince after the 
310th and 320th Arty Bns had moved fror. Jince to Tabor.* 

It is assumed from recent reports on Czech artillery units 
that the independent artillery units of the former 2d mD 
were reorganized and that some of them moved to other 
military posts. Indications are that component units of 
the Artillery Division were also affected by this reorgani- 
zation .
